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THE BUSINESS PROSPECT 


The favorable sales trend continues. 
The favorable factors listed by the 
United Business Service of Boston 
are: 

Steel—Industry as a whole operat- 
ing at close to 90 per cent of theoreti- 
cal capacity. 

Wheat—Visible supply in U. S. and 
Canada is 87 per cent ahead of a year 
ago. 

Automobile — Output, although de- 
creasing seasonally, is still well ahead 
of 1927. 

R. R. Earnings—In August, for 174 
roads, showed gain of 8 per cent over 
last year. 

Car Loadings—Continue up-trend, now 
running ahead of both 1927 and 1926. 

The unfavorable factors are: 

Money—High rates have cut down 
the volume of bond issues by corpora- 
tions. 

Retail Trade—Is being temporarily 
retarded by unfavorable weather con- 
ditions. 

Stock Market—Continues to divert 
funds from legitimate business enter- 
prise. 

The Summary and Forecast: 

No important unfavorable develop- 
ments have occurred thus far this 
month to disturb the prospect for a 
continuation of good business condi- 
tions throughout the year. Specula- 
tion in the stock market continues 
without regard to fundamental condi- 
tions; a situation which must be fol- 
lowed by a period of sharp readjust- 
ment in security values. 

While September automobile pro- 
duction was about 10 per cent under 
August it was approximately 59 per 
cent above September, 1927. The steel 
industry is operating at about 90 per 
cent of capacity compared with 65 per 
cent last year. 

Among the best States for business 
during the next month United Busi- 
ness Service lists California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and Washington in the 
Western ¢ 1 where the agricultural 
situation remains favorable. They say 
that sales quotas may safely be in- 
creased 5 per cent over a year ago in 
New Mexico and Washington, 15 per 


cent in Arizona and 20 per cent in 
California. 

In Idaho, Montana, North Dakota 
and Kansas there is no important 
change over last month. Employment 
conditions are excellent, farm pur- 
chasing power higher and industrial 
activity has increased. Fourth quarter 
sales quotas may be advanced 8 per 
cent in Montana, 10 per cent in Idaho 
and N. Dakota and 15 per cent in 
Kansas. 


In Michigan, Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey and Delaware agri- 
cultural conditions are equal to last 
year. Steel mill operations are far 
ahead of last year and radio, clothing, 
hosiery and knit goods industries 
show gain. Pennsylvania at present is 
making a relatively better showing 
than either New York or New Jersey 
and this favorable trend should con- 
tinue for the next two months. The 
best cities for November selling in 
these States are Detroit, Flint, New 
York, Wilmington, Philadelphia and 
Newark. 

A favorable aspect in the general 
labor situation of the country is a 
sharp decrease in immigration and in- 
crease equally sharp in the number of 
emigrant aliens leaving the country 
during the past fiscal year. 

In Canada Greenshields Weekly Re- 
view of Financial Affairs says the ris- 
ing rate of business activity continues 
and there is every reason to expect a 
greater volume of profitable business 
in Canada in the last quarter of this 
year than in any other corresponding 
period in the history of the country.
